" The earth was 


without form, and void: and darkness 
was upon the face of the deep. And the 
Spirit of God moved upon tho face of 
the waters." 
He took the occasion to 


discourse on the religious aspects of 
geology. He claimed that two mistakes 
had been made; One, to make the bibli- 
cal narrative spmk the language of 
science; the other to falsify science to 
meet the supposed requirements of the 
Bible. Both nttempts had failed, and 
ought to fail. 


Sir Charles Lye'll is distinguished, 


more than any other man for those 
studies which show the gradual forma- 
tion of this earth through n long succes- 
sion of ages. 
Deau Stanley accepts 


these 
conclusions of the student of 


science. With all scholars he abandons 
the theory of the 6,000 years of the 
Mosaic Chronology, and of the six days 
of the Mosaic Creation. 
How does he 


reconcile this admission with the first 
two chapters of Genesis? He does not 
attempt to reconcile it with the latter of 
these chapters. 
Ho finds a higher pur- 


pose in tha early writer than to relate 
tho bare facts of science.
